LONDON, May 9.—Winston Churchill, First Lord of the 


Admiralty, last night in the concluding speech of an historic | 


two-day debate on Britain’s war policy stated that “one of 


the causes of our difficulties was that we had failed to 


achieve air parity with Germany.” 


“Air parity is considered vital * 


to Britain's security,” he said. 
This was one reason why Britain 
did not take the initiative, he 
intimated. 

Taking cognizance of “about 20 
questions” put to him by A. V. 
Alexander, a former Labor first 
lord of the admiralty, Mr, Churchill 
Said he preferred to “answer the 
General questions in the general 
account which I shall try to give to 
the house.” 


. 
DEFICIENCY “CONDEMNS US” 

“A new issue wag sprung in the 

house at 5 o'clock,” Mr, Churchill 
said. “We were invited to consider 
all the faults of the government and 
a vote of censure is to be taken 
Quite unexpectedly with only this 
little notice on the adjournment to- 
night, 

“Our numerical deficiency in the 
air—despite our superiority in 
both men and materials—has con- 
demned us and will condemn us 
for some time to come to a great 
deal of difficulty and suffering 
and danger which we must endure 
with firmness until more favor- 
able conditions can be established 
—as assiredly they will be.” 

Mr. Churchill said the reason why 

a big ship was not sent to Narvik 
in the first attack by five British 


A German submarine which fol- 
| lowed the Warspite was sunk by 
aircraft of the Warspite herself, the 
First Lord said proudly. 

Had the Warspite been sunk, he 
said, critics would have screamed: 
“Who was the madman who sent 
one of our most valuable ships into 
waters where it could so easily fall 
a prey to many dangers.” 

“We are asked why we did not 
go into Trondheim, Bergen and 
other ports,” he said. “My view has 
always been fixed on Narvik.” 

When the German outrage oc- 
curred, “we were bound to go to 
the aid of the Norwegians” and 
Trondheim was chosen for attack. 

Scornful of suggestions that the 
navy withdrew from its under- 
takings, Mr. Churchill said “the 
re-embarkation of our 12,000 men 
less than a division—was ac- 
complished with very great skill 
and I may say with very good 
luck.” 

There were 120,000 Germans in 
central and southern Norway and 
it was necessary to withdraw the 
Allied forces “or leave them to be 
destroyed,” Mr. Churchill said. 

“Withdrawal saved us from a 
most disastrous entanglement. I 
take the fullest responsibility my-

Holland Next? | 


The Netherlands’ Government sus- 
pects that country is next on Herr Hitler's 
list, and that the attack will not be long 
delayed. The Dutch minister at Washing- 
ton has been given authority to look after 
Holland’s interests everywhere abroad 
should the mother country be forced to 
fight. Holland of course has a non-ag- 
gression pact with Germany—but so had 
Denmark, and the authorities at The 
Hague put no more faith in that document 
than in Nazi respect for neutral rights 
generally. 

Holland, unlike Denmark and Norway, 
has not put its trust in unarmed neutral- 
ity. Its army has long been mobilized 
and its defences—on the side of Germany | 
—put in order. That Nazi agents have 
been as busy there as they were in the 
Scandinavian countries is to be supposed, 
but they have not had the advantage of 
working in an atmosphere free of suspi- 
cion, There is a prospect that should they 
be attacked the Hollanders will be able to 
put up a stout defence according to their 
numbers and resources. 

While they could not fight Germany 
lone-handed they may be able to do so 
until Allied aid has time to arrive. That 
it will be forthcoming promptly is certain, | 
because Holland will deserve help, and 
also because if over-run it would be turned 
into a landing field for German bombers 
attacking England and its harbors made 
bases for Nazi submarines within easy 
reach of the mouth of the Thames. 

Perhaps the Allied authorities had 
Holland in mind when they declined to 
allocate indefinitely large land, sea and 
air forces to Norway.

One thing is clear. It is to Hitler's ad- 
vantage to create as wide a diversion of 
Allied forces as he can. Holding a cen- 
tral position and able quickly to move 
troops to any front, the Nazi aim will be 
to create as many fronts as possible, where 
that can be done with the result of scat- 
tering Allied forces over Europe with- 
out bringing local forces into the field 
strong enough to counter-balance the 
gain. 

Norway was precisely an area where 
that could be done and would be done if 
the Allies accepted the challenge and made 
it a fighting ground. How many Allied 
troops would have had to be moved there 
and supported to oust the invaders and 
hold the country? 


Insteod, the net result of the manoeu- 
vres has been a diversion of Nazi forces. 
Two or three German army divisions are 
segregated in Norway far from home, ina 
country that cannot support them, and 
must be maintained at heavy cost and per- 
petual risk to transports, warships and the 
army of occupation itself. 

So long as Norwegian ports cannot be 
used effectively for airplane and sub- 
marine bases, there will be no apparent 
advantage to offset the losses the enemy 
has sustained and the cost of keeping the 
swastika flag flying in a remote outppst.

Purvis Doing Good Job 

Good news comes in the announcement that 
the Anglo-French purchasing mission in the 
United States, headed by Arthur B. Purvis of 
this city, has concluded arrangements which 
will assure the Allies of large fleets of United 
States-built warplanes for quick delivery at the 
fighting fronts. Negotiations which have been 
in progress for some time for what are described 


as the first large-scale orders for American 
planes since the outbreak of war have been com- 
pleted or are nearing completion. The reference 
to the scope of these orders is significant in 
view of the fact that airplane purchases run- 
ning into very large figures have been made or 
have been on the books of United States manu- 
facturing corporations for months past, the 
inference being that the Purvis commission is 
now buying in a very big way indeed. Eight to 
ten aircraft companies in various parts of the 
United States are said to be participating in the 
program of which a particularly interesting 
feature is the character of the machines that are 
to be provided. They include the most modern 
and up-to-date types, planes of improved design, 
speed and efficiency, which were to have been 
built for the United States army and navy but 
which are to be released to the Allies as a matter 
of priority, there being, of course, a priority of 
need.—Montreal Gazette. 


Pink-Tea Methods Useless 


The British people and their allies are ex- 
periencing some of the war reverses of which 
they were warned at the beginning of the con- 
flict, when Mr. Chamberlain and others pre- 
dicted dark days ahead. It may be comforting 
that the Germans have lost 25,000 men and that 
one-third of their fleet is gone. But the fact 
remains that while the Allies have not made 
Such sacrifices the enemy has blocked off an 
important section of Scandinavia. 

These setbacks are inevitable. There will be 
others. The essential thing is to assess them 
with a view to long-term results, profit from 
the lessons they teach, and muster the spirit of 
determination which is characteristically British. 
We agree with the comment of the Montreal 
Gazette, that “people in this country who are 
Surrendering to depression because of tempor- 
ary reverses in Norway are not exercising the 
Sane judgment of which in most cases they are 
capable.” ’ 

Lessons have been learned already, too 
slowly and painfully. It took a long time for 
the trusting British to wake up to the fact—if 
indeed they have yet done so fully—that Ger- 
many started preparing for this war before the 
last one was ended; to discover that from the 
moment Hitler was elected to office by the Ger- 
man nation he began fulfilling the promises of 
his book and that his pledged word was of no 
more consequence to him than another “scrap 
of paper.”

Dropping leaflets over German towns did not 
influence the attitude of the people one iota. 
There has never been warrant for believing the 
Germans would rebel against war or the sa 
fices it entails, Declaring we had no quarrel w 
them was only putting blinkers on ourselves. 

If that lesson has been learned, there remains 
the stern fact that war to the Germans is a voca- 
tion and to the British an interlude in peace 
which, somehow or other, they will muddle 
through. Germany for seven years has been 
steadily increasing and consolidating her know- 
ledge of the European terrain and pte ing cam-

The valor of British seamen and soldiers is 
not diminished by the unpreparedness which 
made the withdrawal in Norway necessary. But 
the stupid pink-tea policy of trying to overcome 
gunmen tactics with the niceties of international 
law cannot be condemned too forcibly. In say- 
ing this we imply no lack of faith in the high 


moral principles which have made British tra- 
ditions endure. We think of the civilized world’s 
mood, eager for Allied success, trembling lest 
Nazi barbarism expand further; of the effect on 
neutrals of suspected weakness; of the effect it 
may have on recruiting in our own Dominion, 
unless muddling through is displaced by a policy 
of realism.—Toronto Globe and Mail.
